I have  the  honour  to  present  the  imnual  Report  for  1959 • 

The  estimated  population  is  afjain  19^100  and  has  remained  constant  for 
three  j’-ears. 

All  the  Rates  are  satisfactory* 

Eight  oases  of  tuberculosis  were,  .added  to  the  .Register  during  the  year 
and  fourteen  cases  were  removed  leaving  a total,  at  the  31st  December,  1959? 
of  63. 


Measles  was  again  the  most  prevalent  infectious  disease  and  accounted 
for  over  8C^  of  the  notifications* 

The  new  sev/age  disposal  v/orks  at  Pramlinghara  was  put  into  operation  on 
the  27th  November,  1959*  The  old  dispesal  works  is  no\/  redundant. 

A trial  borehole  ’-/as  sunk  at-  Benhall-  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  new 
Sizewell  Nuclear  Power  Station  and  to  augment  the  supply  to  the  Southern 
Parishes  of  the  Rural  District.  The  borehole  is  200  feet  deep  and  lined  with 
30"  solid  tubes,  grouted  in,  to  98  foot  and  thereafter  v/ith  27"  slotted  tubes. 
On  completion,  the  borehole  v/as  test  pumped  (commencing  on  the  20th  October, 
1959)  "to  the  maximum  capacity  of  the  pmip  (56,000  gallons  per  hour  = 1»35 
million  gallons  per  day) . It  is  estimated  that  the  borehole  is  capable  of 
yielding  62,500  gallons  per  hour  (l»5  million  gallons  per  day). 

Tenders  have  been  invited  for  a second  borehole  and  a pumping  station | 
also  for  .mains  from  Benhall  to  Saxnundliam  and  Sizewell,  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  work  will  bo  put  in  hand  in  I96O. 

The  information  in  this  report  on  food  premises,  shops,  factories, 
housing,  etc . , is  completed  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  to  whom  I am 
indebted.

Death  rate  area  comparability  factors  are  adjusted  to 
talcc  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in 
each  area.  Birth  rate  area  comparability  factors  are  also 
adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  sterile  populations 
in  instituoions  for  the  mentally  ill  or  mentally  deficient.
